Solution of Atlanta’s jitney problem 


wes deferred Monday afternoon wh2n 
‘ity council voted to re-refer an or- 
dinance desigued to eliminate jitneys 
from the city’s streets to the special 
traction committee of council, with 
the request that public hearings be 
held and a report returned at the 
vext meeting of council, February °. 

The first of a series of public hear- 
ings will be teld at 3 o'clock Friday 
nfternoon, January 23, in council 
‘hamber, in city hall, it was = an- 
nounced by Alderman’J. I. MeLea- 
don, chairman of the committee,’ fol- 
lowing action of council. 

Introduction of the measure, which 
was brought up when council suspend- 
ed the regular order of business, 
hreught out bitter arguments by ex- 
ponents of each eide of the question, 
and included an attack on legality of 
he entire paper. 

Ne Change Expected. 


Although public hearings will be 


held, it is not expected that the com: | 
nically correct. 


mitfee will change any provisions of 
the ordinance, unless this is made nec- 
essary to meet legal objections. How- 
‘ver, representatives of the jitney op- 
ney operators and the power company 
will be given opportunities to speak, 


and the committee’s report will not 
h made until after hearings have 
heen held on every phase of the sit- 
nation, 

The ordinance bars operation of 


jitneys on streets on which street cars 
run, or on any streets within two 
blocks of, and parallel to streets on 
whieh cars operaté. It also specifies 
a congested district in which no 
buses may operate under any conili- 
jions. 

Provision is made, however, that 
buses with a seating capacity of 17 
or more may operate in certain sec- 
tions of the city, and under the meas- 
ure, bus service could be furnished 
for Morningside and Sylvan Hills 
districts, neither of which are reached 
by street cars. 

Additional Barrier. 

A further barrier placed by the or- 
dinance in the way of operating jit- 
neys is the section which prevents any 
bus from operating unless an indem- 


nity bond of $5,000 has been furnished 
for each possenger, based on the seat 
ing capacity. Accordingly, a bus with 
a seating capacity of 20. persons 
would be forced to furnish a_ bond 
of $100,000. 

The ordinance, if adopted, would 
become effective 50 days after date 
of passage. It provides a maximum

Notorious Bandit, 
tured in Indiana, To Be 
Returned Here To Com- 
plete Long Sentence.

Indianapolis, Ind., January 19.— 
Leaving to others “the Beatrice Fair- 
fax stuff’ of giving good advice, Ger- 
ald Chapman, called “the million dol- 
lar mail robber,” is cooling his heels 
in jail here, waiting, with cynical 
gloom, the call to return him to At- 
lanta penitentiary, where he escaped 
more than two years ago. 

Captured by the chief of detectives 
in Muncie, Ind., after he had dodged 
the authorities for almost two and 
a half years, the alleged murderer, 
highwayman and jail-breaker must 
pay for his part in a $1,400,000 mail 
truck robbery in New York, for 
which he was sentenced to 25 years’ 
imprisonment. 

Chapman's time here will be short. 
Federal officials will merely hold him 
in the county jail until deputy war-

Belated Admission Made 
That Kellogg Tried But 
Failed To Get Reserva- 
tions to Agreement. 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPER. 

Washington, January 19.—Fuel has 
been added to the fight of the senate 
“irreconcilables” against the Paris fi- 
nancial agreement by the belated ad- 
mission in authoritative quarters here 
that Ambassador Kellogg did attempt 
to attach a _ reservation, stipulating 
that the American signature would 
apply only to such sections affecting 
the United States. 

Kellogg sought this reservation, not 
at the final session as reported from 
Paris, but at an earlier one, it was 
said. Allied representatives persuad- 
ed Kellogg that such a _ reservation 
would be unwise and unnecessary, 
inasmuch as the written agreement 
did not bind tke United States to Eu- 
ropean entanglements. 

Only Technically Correct. 

The state department's denial that 
INellogg made any such attempt at 
the plenary session is therefore tecir- 
But the admission 
that such a reservation was sought 
and that Kellugg failed to have it ac- 
cepted strengthens the ease of the 
senate “irreconcilables’” materially. 
Had such a reservation been attached, 
the senators would have had no ob- 
jection to the agreement. Their whole 
point is that they fear a general obli- 
gation has been incurred. 

Preyieus ts this development, Se-- 
retary of State Hughes issued a state- 
ment defending the document and de- 
claring that it imposed no legal or 
moral obligation on the United States. 

Interpretations Differ. 

“Trreconcilable” senators—especial- 
ly Chairman Borah, of the foreign re- 
lations committee, and Hiram John- 
son—say that the Aughes interreta- 
tion differs from that of the Euro- 
pean officials who signed the docu- 
ment. They were not satisfied with 
Secretary Hughes’ statement and con-

late Nikolai Lenine. 

The once-powerful war chief has 
bowed to this severe edict of the par- 
ty in a strikingly humble and apolo- 
getic letter, in which he _ virtually 
invites the central committee to re- 
lieve nim of his duties at the war de- 
partment and pledges himself to work 
loyally “at any work, in any place 
and under the fullest control of the 
committee.” 

In his letter, 
that all the accusations made against | 
Lim during the controversy in the 
party were untrue. He never intend- 
ed to revise or subvert Lenine’s pr.n- 
ciples. He added that he would be 
able to refute those principles, but 
that he considered it better to remain 
silent, as such refutation would only 
add further to the party strife.

DAY-OLD GhIGKS 
MAY BE SHIPPED 


Poultry Embargo Does 
Not Bar Shipments of 
Baby Chicks Into or Out 
of Georgia. 


Shipment of baby chicks from 
Georgia to other states in the Union 
is not prohibited by the poultry em- 
bargo, according to a statement on 
Monday by [Peter F. Bahnsen, state 
veterinarian, who cites a ruling of 
the third assistant postmaster gen- 
eral. 

This opens Georgia markets for re- 
ceiving baby chicks, also, the state- 
ment set out, thus relieving a situa- 

caused considerable 
breeders and fancy 
poultry fanciers since Georgia’s 21mn- 
bargo went into effect iwo weeks ago 
as a preventive against the Euro- 
pean fowl disease which has wrought 
havoc in many states. 

Dr. Bahnsen's statement follows: 

“The third assistant postmaster 
general, under date of January 10, 
has ruled that the postoffice depart- 
ment will continue to accept baby 


chicks for shipment until the federal | 
department of agriculture, by regula- | 
tion, prohibits the movement of baby. 


chicks. 

“This is, therefore, to advise 
Georgia breeders of chicks that they |

money on its investment, and declared 
that he would submit demurrers on 
that point later. Judge Ellis at this 
point requested that counsel confine 
liself to the main issue, which seemed 
to him whether or not the railway 
company had the right to discontinue 
service, 

The Atlanta Northern’ railway 
Drought out in its answer to the peti- 
tien that the “defendant has operated 
its railr®ad for approximately twenty 
years. During that period it has paid 
aot a cent of dividend or other return 
on its capital stock, which represented 
$100,000 in cash paid in, and hae ae- 
cumulated no surplus, but, on the 
ecntrary, has a deficit of $32.876.80; 
that is to say, in order to. maintain 
the operation of the road it has not 
only sacrificed all return on its in- 
vestment in the capital stock, but 
has paid out for operating costs $32,- 
876.80 more than it took in.” 

The answer further sets out that 
“in addition, its notes payable have 
increased from $45,000 as of Novem- 
ber 30, 1905, to $300,000 as of Jan- 
vary 13, 1925, that is to say, during 
the period of its operations its re- 
ceipts have failed to meet its expendi- 
tures by the sum of $255,000,” 

Hearing Is Recessed. 

The company’s answer, which was 
read by Judge Colquitt, was a _ vol- 
uminous paper, and consumed about 
an hour and a half in reading. In- 
troduction of pleadings and evidence 
in the form of affidavits was followed 
by the opening argument by Attorney 
Campbell Wallace, of Marietta, coun- 
sel for the plaintiff, and at the con- 
clusion of his argument, Judge Ellis 
recessed the hearing until this morn- 
ing. 
Several Marietta citizens filed inter- 
ventions, seeking to become parties 
plaintiff, among them being T. LI. 
Dobbs, FE. H. Dingler and Ed Gilbert. 
These jintervenors allege that sus- 
' pension of service constituted a breach 

of contract and public trust, and was 
‘contrary to public policy. 

Judge Ellis’ courtroom was crowd- 
ed when the hearing opened, many 
Marietta citizens being in attendance, 
including members of city council and 
the chamber of commerce. 

Depend on Jitneys. 

In the meantime commuters from 
Marietta continued to depend upon the 
jitneys and buses to carry them to 
and from Atlanta. The jitney forces 
were augmented and many additional 
buses pressed into service when the 
Atlanta & Northern railway discon- 
tinued service between 
Marietta and dismantled a section of 
the tracks last week. 

A virtua] settlement of the difficul- 

ties had been reached Friday at a con- 
ference between a special committee 
from Marietta and officials of the rail- 
way company, whereby the company 
agreed to resume service Saturday if 
the Marietta council passed the ordi- 
nance banning entrance of jitneys into 
Marietta. In the meantime Judge 
Morris filed his receivership petition 
and the railway company, as a result, 
immediately withdrew its part of the 
agreement. 
Marietta council Friday passed the 
anti-jitney bus ordinance, which will 
go into effect Wednesday if no action 
is taken to prevent it. 


MORRIS TO APPEAL 
IF PLEA IS DENIED. 


Marietta, Ga., January 19.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Judge Newt Morris, attorney 
for the Georgia Bus association, who 
filed a plea requesting that a re- 
ceiver be appointed for the Atlanta 
and Northern’ railway, stated to- 
night that he had just begun to 
fight. He reported that he was wel! 
pleased with the progress of the case 
today, but said that if his plea is 
overruled by the court that he will 
appeal at once. 

“When court opens Tuesday, I 
shall be able to show many instances 
of precedent for my request,” Judge 
Morris said. 

Ralph Hancock, president of the 
Marietta Chamber of: Commerce, 
Stated that it was the hope of the 
citizens of Marietta that the service 
be resumed as soon as possible. 
The N. C. & St. L., which passes 
through here early in the morning, 
took more than 300 persons to At- 
lanta, it is reported. Slick roads, 
which made automobile travel peril- 
ous, and inability of the buses to 
handle the crowds, were cited by lead- 
ing citizens as arguments for the re- 
sumption of street car service as 
early &s is possible. 

City otficials stated tonight that 
the law preventing the operation of 
jitneys and buses closer than 2,000 
feet to the right-of-way of the street 
railway company, will not be put in- 
to effect until the car company re- 
sumes service. It could not be learned 
here what bearing the reported ap- 
peal of Judge Morris, in the event 
his request for receiver is denied, 
would have on the resumption of car 
service. The ordinance was passed 
by the Marietta council and can be 
made effective Wednesday in the 
event of restored service.

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fine of $200 for violators, with alter- 
native of 30 days at work on the pub 
lic works of the city, or both, to be 
within the discretion of the court.

When 
“1 voted to place the ordinance yn 
second reading, Councilman Horace 
Russell charged that a two-thirds ma- 
jority had not been obtained, and 
made a plea that council defer action. 
: “Members of counci) are not quali- 
fied to pass on such an important 
question as this on only 24 hours’ no 
tice,” he said, “particularly when it is 
remembered that the traction commit- 
tee studied on the matter for a year 
before making recommendations. 5 
disagree with their method of settling 
the situation, and think that the yote 
should be deferred for at least twe 
weeks, by referring the measure to a 
committee. 

“I think that the situation should 
be remedied, but do not believe that 
the proposed ordinance is the best 
method of accomplishing that purpose. 
Council] should not ram this thinz 
down the public’s throat, and should 
not take any action until all mew- 
bers are familiar with all the facts 
There is no reason why we should 
pass this ordinance simply becaus~ 
the power company wants it, and ba» 
told us to do so.” 

Hot Retort From Hartsfield. 


Mr. Russell's statements brought a 
hot retort from Alderman W. B 
Hartsfield, a member of the commit 
tee, who left the seat of mayor pro 
tem to take the floor for the ordi- 
nance. 

Mr. Hartsfield stated that he re- 
garded Mr. Russell's statements that 
the power company had ordered pas- 
mE the measure as a'reflection on 
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“T think public hearings unneces- 
sary,” he said, “and am opposed to 
delegating the question to another 
committee. ‘The public has been in- 
formed of all movements through the 
press, and has participated in discus- 
sions of the problem through news- 
paper forums. The committee has 
studied the question far more deepiy 
than the public could, and for that 
reason, would hardly be influenced by 
public hearings. 

“Referring the question to a com- 
mittee would be dodging the issue, and 
certainly would be discrediting tie 
traction committee. Immediate actiou 
is essential to the city’s welfare, and 
I hope this council will act on the 
paper today.” 

Questiows Legality. 


Councilman C, J. Vaughn questioned 
legality of certain sections of the meas- 
ure, particularly those referring to the 
streets on which jitneys would be al- 
lowed to operate. City Attorney James 
LL. Mayson admitted that be was pres- 
ent when the ofdinance was drawn, 
and stated that while he would not 
advise that the paper was illexal. 
there are some sections which migut 
not stand in a court fight. ; 

Mr. Mayson also expressed doubt 
as to whether or not council eould 
legally specify the seating capacity of 
any bussea, but stated that, in an 
opmiion based on rulings in other 
cities, council could bar busses from 
congested districts. 

When questioned by Councilman 
Russell regarding how it would be de- 
cided what sections are congested, 
the city attorney stated that any 
Streets, even in residential sections, 
on Which traffic is heavy, or where 
Streets are narrow, might be specified 
by council as congested. 

Councilman Ed H. Inman, although 
expressing himself as favoring the pa- 
per, advocated delaying action until 
all members could familiarize them- 
selves with the entire situation, and 
ocean that public hearings be 

eld, 


Bachman Wants Guarantee. 


Alderman Bachman, who recently 
was deposed as chairman of the trac- 
tion committee, contended that some 
guarantee should be furnished by the 
power company that adequate seryice 
will be furnished, and charged that 
if service had been adequate in the 
past, the present jitney situation 
hever would have arisen. He also 
contended that the jitney problein 
does not overshadow other requests 
of the power company’s petition to 
such an extent that separate action 
1S warranted, and asked that no ac- 
tion be taken until the full report 
of the committee is submitted. 

‘It is not fair to ask council mem- 
bers to vote on this question until 
all facts have been explained. The 
question Is an economic one as far as 
the city is concerned, and certainly 
Nii fundamental facts should be in 
possession of this body before it is 
asked to vote on the question. 


Wants Public Protected. 


“IT am in favor of relieving this 
all-important public utility, but I° 
think that the public should be pro- 
tected in every } «sible way. he 
street railway’s claim that it alwavs 
has furnished adequate service ‘is 
open to question, and that is one of 
its contract obligations. 

“I have seen, and I think other 
members of this body also have seen, 
white women jammed into street cars 
and also have seen other evidences of 
the fact that proper service has not 
been furnished at all times. If it 
had been, there would be no jitney 
problem today. The new Girls’ High 
school furnishes another example, and 
no additional service, other than add- 
ing of cars on a route several blocks 
distant from the school, has been pro- 
vided. 

“Before voting to abolish jitneys, 
I would like to know what the power 
company intends to do regarding dis- 
tricts now unserved by them. The 
company also asked a revision of 
fares, and made several other re- 
quests, and I think that all recom- 
mendations dealing with the com- 
pany 's relief petition should be acted 
on at the same time.” 

Mr. Bachman agreed that public 
hearings would accomplish little in 
solving the problem, and that the re- 
sponsibility rests entirely with coun- 
cil. He has announced that he wil] 
present a report to council at the 
Same time the committee reports on 
other phases of the power company’s 
petition. : 
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Vote on Ordinance. 

After the discussion, Mr. MeT.en- 
don’s motion to place the ordinance 
on second reading resulted in the

Petitions of the Georgia Railway 
and Power company for permission 
to abandon service and remove trac'ss 
on the Irwin street and West Fair- 
Lee street lines were granted by city 
council Monday, although opposition 
developed to the latter request. 

Granting of pne petition gives the 
power company the right to abandon 
service on Irwin street between 
Houston and Boulevard. That pare 
of the request asking permission to 
remove tracks on the same line. be- 
tween Houston street and Forrest 
avenue on Boulevard was denied. 
Physicians of the Georgia Baptist 
hospital asked that operation on the 
line be continued. 

The other petition gives the com- 
pany permission to discontinue ser- 
vice on Chestnut street from West 
Gair to Greensferry avenue: from 
Chestnut to Lee streets on Greens: 
ferry avenue; from Greensferry ave- 
nue to Park avenue on Lee street; 
from Lee street to Ashby street on 
Park avenue; and from Park avenue 
to Gordon street on Ashby street. 

Both sections in which service will 
be abandoned are served adequately 
by other lines, the petitions stated. 


NEGRO CEMETERY

SHEET IS PASSED

ening and extension of Madison ave- 
nue, 
Amendment Defeated. 

After a long argument and several 
counter proposals, the amendment was 
defeated by a vote of 19 to 14, and 
the sheet was adopted as presented. 
Mr. Pennington did not try to hold 
up the sheet by asking reconsidera- 
tion, as he announced after the meet- 
ing that he had been given assurance 
that the amount needed for comple- 
tion of the Madison avenue project 
would be given later in the year. 

Adoption of the sheet is accepted as 
proof that council realizes fully the 
city’s financial conditions, and is in 
accord with the administration's 
economy program. 

Not a single public improvement 
was provided for in the sheet, no 
salary increases for city employe» 
are included, and no money was given 
to the general public. The sheet calls 
for the most stringent economy in At- 
lanta’s history, as never before was 
the year started without at least some 
money for public improvements and 
salary increases. 

Mayor in Agreement. 

Mayor Sims attended several ex- 
ecutive sessions of the finance com- 
mittee at which the sheet was draft- 
ed, and as it is known that the sheet 
IS in accord with his policies, it is 
<a that he will approve it to- 
ay. 

Mr. Pennington proposed toe take 
$25,000 from the amount given the 
Community Chest and apply it, with 
a similar amount to be taken from 
the fund for new water mains, to the 
Madison avenue improvement. He 
stated that $33,000 already spent by 
the city on the project would be lost 
unless more money is given this year, 
and that more than $150,000 addition- 
al would be lost, as money raised by 
property owners, with that appropri- 
ated by the county, will reach that 
total. 

While practically all members of 
council favor ‘finishing of Madison 
avenue work, many were opposed to 
taking the fund from the water de- 
partment, contending that city’s ex- 
pansion is based. largely on the 
growth of its water system. 

As a solution, Alderman Jesse W. 
Armistead proposed that an addi- 
tional $383,000 be anticipated from 
recorder’s court fines, which, when 
the school department's 26 per cent 
has been deducted, would leave ap- 
proximately $25,000 for Madison 
avenue. 

However, the amendment was de- 
feated, and the sheet adopted with 
Mr. Pennington casting the only dis- 
senting vote. 

Opposition Is Lacking. 

Eixpected opposition to the sheet on 
other scores failed to develop. It had 
been expected that members of tlhe 
street committee would attempt to 
block passage of the sheet because 
the streets ordinarv fund for each 
ward was cut to $5,000, $10,000 hav- 
ing been requested by that committee. 
It also had been anticipated that ob- 
jections might be voiced because of 
failure to grant salary raises. 

Instead of an increase in salaries, 
however, it is estimated that total sal- 
aries for the year will be slightly low- 
er than in 1924. One man was elimi- 
nated in the prison department; one 
from the comptroller’s office; $23,000 
was slashed from the sanitary de- 
partment payrolls by elimination of a 
number of negro street sweepers, and 
$3,000 was cut from the payrolls of 
the construction department. 

On the other hand, employment of 
an assistant engineer, a rodman and a 
stenographer by the planning commis- 
sion was authorized; a special tax 
investigator ns added by the tax as- 
sessor's office, and five men were au- 
thorized for the new fire engine house 
in the Ninth ward. Authorization of 
additional employees in the planning 
commission's office indicates that a 
ew system of house numbering prob- 
ably will be installed during the 
year, as the numbering department re- 
cently was transferred to that de 
partment from the construction de- 
partment, and an appropriation had 
been asked to install the new system. 


Stockade Removal Expected. 


Removal of the present stockade 
from its location near Girls’ High 
school is expected this year, as $15,- 
000 was set aside.in the sheet for 
construction of a stockade building 
for women on the city’s dairy farm, 
and $20,000 for a building for male 
prisoners in connection with the city’s 
sanitary and construction department 
shops on Fort street. 

Five thousand dollars was appro- 
priated for traffic improvements in 
the police department, and will be 
used for installation of a centralized 
traffic signal system. No money was 
provided for 50 additional policemen 
asked by that department. 

The sheet provides $10,000 to be 
used as part of the cost of building 
a new fire engine house, location not 
yet decided, to replace the present en- 
gine house No. 2. located on Wash- 
ington street, which is to be sold to 
the (Central Presbyterian church for 
$20.000. The church plans to use the 
property to expand its present plant. 

First steps toward motorizing the 
sanitary department were taken when 
$13,500 was set up in the sheet for 
the purchase of two Elgin motor 
pick-up street sweepers, and $7,500 
for purchase of new motor trucks. 

Street Improvements. 
Brecioaty the only street impove- 
ich money was prov 
ood avenue, at the 
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been placed in the sheet for several 
years, but it is expected that the work 
will be done, as the lease on one build- 
ing which formerly has blocked. the 
improvement expires this year. 

Apportionments for other street 
projects also are placed in the sheet, 
but practically all of them, it is 
stated by Alderman W. B. “Duvall, 
chairman of the finance committee, 
were carried over from last year. 
Failure to provide money for street 
improvements means that the burden 
of the work will rest with the county. 
Principal streets on which extensive 
improvement work is contemplated are 
Courtland, Madison avenue, Peters, 
Luckie, Washington and Orme, and 
council, by approving resolutions in- 
troduced Monday by Councilman C. J. 
Vaughn and T. L. Slappey, voted vo 
ask assistance of the county on re- 
paving of Courtland and Washington 
streets to Ridge avenue. 

Approximately $24,000 was appro- 
priated for approaches and retaining 
walls to complete McDonough road 
bridge. Of that amount, however, 
$5,000 will be paid by the county. In 
addition to the city and county, the 
Southern railway and Georgia Rail- 
way & Power company paid part of 
the total cost. The sum of $16,900 
was placed in the sheet for building 
of the Bell street underpass, and it 
has been announced that if the city 
will build the underpass, the Southern 
railway will construct the new bridge.

In addition. the schools will be 
given $353,086.64 to repay a_ loan 
made Jast yecr from members of the 
Atlanta Clearing House association, 
and $101,000 to pay for free text 
books purchased last September. They 
also will receive $231.186.36 from the 
state school fund; $20.000 from non- 
resident tuition; $19,305.16 balance 
due on school contract; $29,136.82 
balance due from 1924 on all other 
funds: $12,000 from the vocational 
fund: $36,216.36 halance due from 
sale of bonds, and $577.28 balance due 
from interest on bond funds to De- 
cember 31, 1924, bringing the total 
to $3,117,929.53. 

Will Buy Brisbine. 

That the city will purchase Bris- 
bine park this year was made certain 
when an appropriation of $25,228.25 
was placed in the sheet for that pur- 
pose. The new park will take the 
place of Beall park, sold last year to 
the county as the site for a new coun- 
ty high school. The city also will 
fulfill its obligation to Asa G. Can- 
dler, Sr., who gave the tract of land 
now known as Candler park, by im. 
proving streets around the land, and 
$17,791.38 was set aside for the pur- 
pose. No- money was provided for 
other new park land. 

Fifty thousand dollars will be given 
the Community Chest, a cut of $25,- 
000 from the amount tentatively 
promised by the 1924 finance commit- 
tee: $9,000 was set aside for building 
the Old Woman's home; the chamber 
of commerce will get $7,500, and the 
Atlanta ight bureau and Stone 
Mountain Memorial association $5,000 
each.

To Work inFilms 


Los Angeles, January 19.—Wini- 
fred Westover Hart today won a 


motion picture actor, and obtained 
legal right to return to screen work 
under her full name until such time as 
she should obtain a divorce by a de- 
cision in the superior court here. 
Judge Albert Lee Stephens held

Morally Bound To Help 


BY SECRETARY HUGHES. 


Washington, Jonuyary 19.—Sere- 
tary Hughes issued today a formal 
statement asserting that tHe agree- 
ment reached in Paris at the confer- 
ence of the allied finance ministers 
imposed “no obligation, legally or mor- 
ally” on the United States and that 
this country remains as free from 
committments in European matters as 
it ever was. 


The statement said the full text of 
the agreement signed by Ambassador 
Kellogg and the other American rep- 
resentatives would be made pu lic as 
soon as it Was received here. 

Hughes’ Statement. 

Following is the statement of Mr. 
Hughes: 

“The portion of the agreement 
reached at the recent conference in 
Paris, which relates to the participa- 
tion of the United States in the Dawes 
annuities, has already been published 
in the newspapers. The full text of 
the agreement is on its way to this 
country and will be published as soon 
as reccived. In the meantime it may 
be said: 

“1. The conference of finance min- 
isters held at Paris was for the pur- 
pose of reaching an agreement as to 
the allocation of the payments expected 
through the operation of the Dawes 
plan. In view of the inclusive char- 
acter of these payments it was neces- 
sary for the United States to take part 
in the conference in order to protect 
its interests. 


‘*2. The conference at Paris was not 
a body, agency or commission provided 
for either by our treaty with Germa- 
ny or by the treaty of Versailles. In 
taking part in this conference there 
was no violation of the reservation at- 
tached by the senate to the treaty of 
Berlin. 


“3. The agreement reached at Paris 
was simply for the allocation of the 
payments made under the Dawes plan. 
It does not provide for sanctions or 
deal with any questions that might 
arise if the contemplated payments 
should not be made; With respect 
to any such contingency the agree- 
ment at Paris puts thg@ United States 
under no obligation legally or morally 
and the United States will be as free 
as it ever was to take any course of 
action it may think advisable. 

“4The agreement at Paris neither 
surrenders nor modifies any treaty 
right of the United States.”

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OVER POPULATION CITED AS BIG CAUSE 


Advocated To Prevent War 


BY ROBERT D. LUSK. 

Washington, January 19. — Gath- 
ered here to discuss unemotionally the 
causes and cure of war, 300 women, 
delegates of nine national women’s 
organizations, Monday afternoon were 
thrown into a discussion of birth con- 
trol as a means of preventing war. 

“Ware cannot be prevented until a 
systematic international program of 
birth control is established,” Pro- 
fessor Warren Thompson, of Miami 
university, of Oxford, Ohio, declared 
in answer to a challenge by Mrs. 
Carrie Chapman Catt, ehairman of 
the conference, that there must be 
sole means of preventing interna- 
tional conflicts before such a program 
could be put into effect. 

“Overpopulation and migration o 
peoples is the big cause of war,’ 
Professor Thompson said. Until birth 
control can be popularized to the ex- 
tent that these factors causing in- 
ternational friction can be eliminated, 
wars are inevitable. 

“Is it true that within 75 or 100 
years, if the birth rate continues at 
its present pace, the food supply of 
the world will be insufficient to sup- 
port life?”

Later in the week, it is the purpose 
of the women to take up the cures, 
and finelly, they will draft resolu- 
tions and adopt a definite educational 
program directed toward ending war.

1. Overpopulation and migrations 
of peoples. 

. Sense of national insecurity, 
Competition in armament. 
Economic rivalries.

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Development of building and loan 
associations in Atlanta was the topie 
of the first thrift week meeting, held 
last night in the Chamber of Com- 
merce building under the auspices of 
the Junior Chamber. The opinion 
was expressed by all the speakers 
that the next ten years would see an 
enormous growth in mutual savings 
associations in Georgia. 

George W. West presided and in- 
troduced B. §S. Barker, secretary of 
tle Chamber of Commerce, as the 
first speaker. Mr. Barker declared 
that buiiding and loan associations 
had been given a black eye in Geor- 
gia on account of the experience of 
some associations about thirty years 
ago, and by adverse legislation. 

He produced figures to show that 
Atlanta was the fastest growing city 
in the south, citing one real estate 
development which had built more 
homes in the past year than had been 
built in any two other cities in the 
state. He declared that the enter- 
prises now in prospect for Atlanta 
would necessitate the building of a 
great many working class homes and 
support many building and loan as- 
sociations. 

Community Good. 


The third speaker, J. M. Collier, 
treated the subject mainly from the 
standpoint of the community good. 
There was nothing that made for 
good citizenship like home owner- 
ship, he said, and there was no other 
agency so instrumental in home own- 
ership as building and loan associa- 
tions.

. B. Conner, chief examiner of 
the Georgia Securities commission, 
explained how his department of the 
state government came to be inter- 
ested in the building and loan move- 
ment. ‘The commission was created 
to prevent fraud, he said, and was ex- 
ceedingly careful about lending its 
indorsement to any business. After 
the law was amended so as to incinde 
shares offered in building and loan 
associations, he said that he had 
studied this development and the 
commission had decided to encourage 
the growth of these mutual home 
ownership societies in every way that 
it could. 


Arthur W. Brooke, president of the 
First Mutual Savings association, 
told how he was interested in the 
movement. He declared that he had 
spent too long building up a good 
name to connect himself with any- 
thing that could reflect on it. He 
paid a high tribute to the disinterest- 
ed young men who had given their 
time to the rehabilitation of building 
and loan development in Georgia and 
congratulated them on the progress 
made, 

Councilman Speaks. 


Horace Russell, member of council 
for the eighth ward and sponsor of 
the Junior Chamber thrift week 
inovement, showed how the federal 
and state law favored building and ° 
loan associations in many ways. He 
did not believe that any additional 
legislation was needed to build up 
associations in Georgia similar to 
those in Ohio, North Carolina and 
other progressive states. Undef the 
supervision of the securities commis- 
sion, he declared, mutual building 
and loan associations would be pro- 
tected against the competition of 
crooked and reckless promoters and 
held to their legitimate functions.

REGULATING GASOLINE. 


The price of gasoline has been 
arbitrarily advanced 2 cents a gallon 
in Atlanta. That means an addi- 
tional levy upon the gasoline con-

There may be, and are, hundreds 
of producing companies, some of 
which are called “independent,” 
meaning that they are not direct 
members of any production com- 
bine, but the pipe lines, the refin- 
eries, the tank car lines, and other 
accessories that enter into the 
production and movement of crude 
oil and its products revolve around 
one great supply source. Hence, 
so long as there is no regulatory 
Standard governing the price of 
gasoline, or any other oil product, 
just so long may the prices be arbi- 
trarily advanced on a 48-hour 
notice—as in the present instance 


with that one supply source. 
Gasoline is as much a necessity 
as a city’s gas, and the latter is 
regarded as a public utility, and 
the price is regulated as such. It 
is as much a public utility as coal, 
and the supply and the prices are 
under strict government regulation. 
Gasoline, indeed, under present 
conditions of being the only motor 
fuel, is as much a public utility as 
a railroad or a street car, and the 
rates charged by such operating 
companies are rigidly regulated in

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The real significance of the work 
accomplished by the Geneva opium 
conferences is outlined by the dis- 
tinguished American delegate who 
has become a world authority on 
the narcotic problem. 


The narcotic problem is grave and 
intricate. The innocent looking poppy 
has a long criminal record. Nor is 
the coca shrub as harmless as the 
privet hedge which it resembles. Both 
have left behind them a trail of mis- 
ery, contention and trouble that is 
world-wide, and they will prove an 
increasing menace to human well-be- 
ing unless severely curbed and regu- 
lated. 

As long ago as 1906 it was recog- 
nized that nothing short of inter- 
national action could cope with the 
situation. In 1912 a treaty aiming 
to restrict the use of the narcotic 
content of the poppy and coca leaves 
within the ascertained needs of science 
and medicine was signed at The 
Hagu. The league of nationg after 
the war, with diligence and thorough- 
ness, undertook the ungrateful task 
of devising means for putting the 
treaty into effect. The two inter- 
national opium conferences which met 
at Geneva this. fall were called 
through the agency of the league and 
have enjoyed the hospitality and ex- 
traordinary facilities of tne secre- 
tariat without, of course, being re- 
sponsible in any wise to the league 
in their negotiations or findings. 

The first conference, composed of 
eight nations having possessions in 
the Orient, was charged with the 
trust (which it betrayed) of devising 
means of gradually and effectively 
suppressing opium smoking. The sec- 
ond conference of 40 nations, in which 
the eight were included, was com- 
mitted on all other aspects of the 


problem. All nations concerned, ex- 
cept India, have withheld their signa- 
tures from the agreement reached by 
the first conference. This throws the 
subject matter of the first confer- 
ence into the second, 

The second conference reconvenes 
the middle of January ofter a recess 
of a month. There has been a change 
of personnel in some of the delega- 
tions. Viscount Cecil, returning from 
his American trip, replaces Sir Mal- 
colm Delavingue for Great Britain; 
Mr. Loudin, Holland’s foremost 


statesman, is added to the delegation 
of the Netherlands; M. Meyer .‘e- 


places M. Bourgeois for France. The 
outlook is good for a_ satisfactory 
agreement. 

Iwo things should be noted. In 
the first place, we in common with 
other nations owe the league a debt 
of gratitude for und-rtaking to handle 
this thorny question in behalf of 
mankind, The fact that America is 
not only represented at the confer- 
ence, but has assumed leadership in 
its deliberations, is indicative of the 
power our country would have in oth- 


er important questions of  interna- 
tional character were we to take our 


place fearlessly as an associate or 
full member of the league. ® 

Secondly. The Hague convention 
is a representative international 
treaty which imposes equal responsi- 
bilities upon, and affords mutual pro- 
tection to, all nations which have 
ratified it. It is the international 
treaty, such as the covenant of the 
league, the protocol of the perma- 
nent court, the protocol of. interna- 
tional disarmament and security, The 
Hague opium convention, which af- 
fords the most powerful agency we 
have for world peace and order. In- 
deed there is no other.

Dear Dr. Brady: 

Physicians are fond of being sarcas- 
tic at the expense of individuals who 
consult quacks or incompetents, but 
does it ever occur to them that the 
task of finding a competent physician 
in a strange town is really a most 
difficult one. In large cities, to be 
sure, there are clinics, but these are 
generally for the very poor exclusively. 
A friend of mine was unmerciful!y 
snubbed by a physician in such a 
clinic, although she assured him she 
wished to pay for advice or treatment 
and had come to the clinic only be- 
cause she was a stranger and knew 
no private physicians in the city. 

My own experience was more dia- 
astrous. Being in a strange city | 
appealed to the city tuberculosis nurse 
to recommend a physician to me, but 
she flatly refusea, 1 suppose from 
some consideration of professional] 
ethics. She would name neither one 
nor a list from which I might choose. 
So I was forced to depend on the 
recommendation of a chance acquaint- 
ance, although I managed to find out 
the following facts about the doctor 
she recommended: He was a gradu- 
ate of a medical school in another 
state, was on the staff of a local hos- 
pital, a member of the local medical 
society and well liked by his profe:- 
sional brethren (and _§ incidentally 
very well thought of by himself), and 
he had been house physician in a 
tuberculosis sanitarium for two years 
—in the sanitarium to which [I later 
went. In spite of this his treatment 
was—as I was assured by the physi- 
cians of the sanitarium after I finally 
arrived there—“at least 50 years be- 
hind the times,” and I lost much pre- 
cious time and strength by following 
his rather superficial advice to keep 
on working and indulging in exercise 
which I was @ready overdoing with- 
out realizing the harm in it. 

Now, wherein lay my fault? What 
other information should I have had, 
and how could I have obtained it? 
How can I avoid a repetition of this 
experience when am—or if J am 
again able to take a position in a 
strange city? JI am not seeking per- 
sonal advice, but I thought you might 
deal with this question in your column 
in such a way as to guide mere laymen 
in this: How to find a reliable. com- 
petent physician without first calling 
one in to guide you in the quest.

IMPRISONMENT. 
Sometime, “when truth gets ‘a 
hearing,” there are going to be no 
more prisons in which to shut up 
human beings. 


It is because of this archaic idea 
that we are ourselves. mostly im- 
prisoned in thought and conduct. 


There are very few free human 
beings in this world. And when one 
does come along who glories in his 
freedom and who thus _ breathes 
cleaner air than we do, we have our 
suspicions and put him down at once 
as strange, queer and unnatural— 
and sometimes as unwholesome. 

But the fact remains that most of 
us live in prisons of our own and 
other’s making. 

Prisons are supposed to exist to 
protect soc-ety. But what are you go- 
ing to do about society that is made 
up of individual items unconcerned 
about protection for themselves? 

If we live in a glass house we have 

to be careful and watchful about 
those who may break loose from their 
stone and steel prisons. 
_ Just the minute that a human be- 
ing does wrong he puts himself in 
prison. Also he manufactures wrong 
just the minute that he puts himeself 
in a prison without cause. And we 
are all of us every day putting our- 
selves in prison without cause!

Freedom is the flower of person. 
ality. Its fragrance penetrates every- 
thing about it and scents up the at- 
mosphere of the word. 

Prisons are built from little and 
big stones of thoughtlessness— 
thoughts of revenge and unkindness. 
When we throw harm we blindly 
think that we are hurting the other 
fellow. We are putting ourselves 
in prison. The other fellow is the 
free one. :

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How Nebraska 
Regulates Price 


Of Gasoline Sales 


(From Message of Governor 
Oharles W. Bryan to General- As- 
sembly.) 

“The reduction in the price of gaso- 
line by the state, through the chief 
executive fixing a reasonable price 
at which gasoline should be sold, has 
resulted in a saving to the people 
of Nebraska during the past year 
and a half of a sum conservatively 
estimated at $9,000,000 a year. Dur- 
ing the summer of 1925 it was ob- 
served that there was a margin be- 
tween the wholesale and retail price 
of gasoline in Nebraska of about 11 
cents a gallon and, as governor, I 
wired the attorney general of the 
United States asking that immediate 
legal action be taken against the 
gasoline combination. I also wired 
the federal trade commission and at 
the same time I wired the general 
office of the Standard Oil company 
demanding immediate reduction 
in the price of gasoline and notified 
them that I had called on the federal 
authorities to prosecute them for con- 
spiracy in restraint of trade. I also 
stated that unless the Standard Oil 
company immediately reduced the price 
of gasoline to a reasonable figure that 
the state would feel it irs duty to its 
citizens to establish sales agencies 
throughout the state. 

“The following day the Standard 
Oil company reduced the price of 
gasoline in Nebraska six cents a 
gallon. Tlowever, during the year of 
1924 the price of gasoline was grad- 
ually advanced until it became in 
tolerable. A demand ~- is again made 
that the price be reduced or the state 
would undertake to establish competi- 
tion in the retailing of gasaline. 
This threat not meeting a ready re- 
sponse, a_ public filling station for 
gasoline was established at the mia- 
terial yards of the public works de- 
partment in the city of Lincoln. ‘The 
retail price of gasoline was from 19 
to 21 cents a gallon, and upon open- 
ing the state filling statioa the retail 
price was fixed by the state at 15 
cents, 

“After opening the one station it 
was announced that unless there was 
a reduction in the price of gasoline 
throughout the state to a reasonable 
tigure the state would undertake to 
establish loca' filling stations throuzh- 
ont Nebraska. Immediate reduction 
by the private dealers of one cent a 
gallon followed, a few days later an- 
other two cents’ reduction was made 
and other reductions followed until 
the price throughout Nebraska was 
hased on the price fixed by the state. 
As the wholesale price of gasoline 
was further reduced the state price 
wes fixed at 15 cents and this he- 
came the hasie price throughout the 
state ard it was not changed until 
the morning of November 5, 1124. 

“The National Petroleum associa- 
tion, at a envention held recently in 
Okio, passed a resolution, which was 
broadcast throughout the prese asso- 
ciations and published in the daily 
newspapers, censuring the governor of 
Nebraska for engaging in the gaso- 
line business and establishing a re- 
tail market for gasoline by the state.

Breaks British Precedent. 
This proposal was the maximum 
British concession. League members 


|say it is the first time in history that 


Britain ever admitted the right of a 
foreign government to investigate her 
administration of the empire. 

The Dutch and French delegates 
backed Cecil’s refusal to accept Por- 
ter's plan, insisting that the confer- 
ence is not competent to consider the

Fate plays queer pranks with mortal 
man. The mighty brain of Tyrus 
Raymond Cobb, directed to the science 
which was his first love, surgery, might 
have made him world famous. The 
driving, ruthless, pushing, restless soul 
of him would have carried him to great 
heights no matter what role of life 
he had essayed; such is the belief of 
all who have studied him, from the 
psycho-analysts and the great business 
leaders and lawyers with whom he has 
come into intimate contact, to his fel- 
low players.

It should be noted that the revenue 
fet of 1924 provides specifically that 
the status of a taxpayer relative to 
the amount of his persona] exemptions 
shall be determined by apporuonment 
in accordance with the number oi 
months the taxpayer was single, mar- 


ried, or the head of a family, 

Under the preceding act the amount 
of the exemption to which a taxpayer 
was entitled was determined by his 
status as a single person, married 
person or the head of a family on the 
last day of the taxable year. 

A taxpayér who was married on 
June 30, 1924, is entitled to an exemp- 
tion of $1,750. for the first six 
months of the taxable year he is 
classed as a single person, entitling 
him to an exemption of -one- 
half of the $1,000 exemption allowed 
a single person who is single for the 
complete taxable year—ard for the 
last six months he is classe] as a mar- 
ried person, entitling him to an ex- 
emption of $1,250, one-haif of the ex- 
emption allowed a married rerson fiy- 
ing with his wife or husband for the 
full taxable year. If on June 30 he 
become a widower, he is classed us a 
married person gor the first half of 
the year and as a single person for 
the latter half. In euch computations 
a fractional part of a movith is dis- 
regarded, unless it amounts to mpiore 
than half a month, in which case it 
is considered a full month. These 
figures are based on the assumption 
that the return is made on the calen- 
dar year basis, as most are. 

If on June 30, 1924, a taxpayer 
ceased being the head of a tamily— 
the support in cne household of a rela- 
tive or relatives being discontinued— 
he is granted the same exemption as 
in the case of a taxpayer married 
on June 30, a total of $1,750. With 
regard to the $400 credit for a de- 
pendent, however, it is provided that 
the taxpayer's status on the last day 
of the taxable year (December 51, if 
the return is made on the calendar 
year basis) shall determine his right 
to such eredit. If on that day he was 
the chief support of a denendeat who 
is under 18 years of age, or is inena- 
pable of self-support because mentally 
or physically defective, he is enticled 
to the $400 credit. If during the year 
his support of such dependent ceased, 
the credit is not allowed. 

The revenue act of 1924 provides 
for certain specified deductions from 
gross income in determining net in- 
come, among which are business ex- 
penses, interest on indebtedness, taxes, 
losses, bad debts, depreciation, deple- 
tion and contributions and gifts. Each 
will be treated separateiy. 

Deductions for business expenses 
form the largest claim in the returns

It Is No Secret in Wall 
That a Powerful Pool Is Op- 
erating in Steel Common. 


a 


New York, January 19.—When there is any uncertainty regarding 
the immediate trend of the stock market a canvass is made on the stock 
exchange floor shortly, before the opening of the market to get the drifl 
of accumulated orders ready for execution at the opening. Then a few 
seconds before the opening the results are flashed over the open tele- 
phone wires into every brokerage house in the street and loudly 
announced in the customers’ rooms. A few seconds before the opening 
this morning just two words were flashed over the wires and repeated 
in customers’ rooms: “All buyers.” That meant that the bulk of the 
orders accumulated over Sunday were on the buying side. 

Speculative Wall street was not surprised at this morning’s early 
bulletin from the stock exchange floor. On Saturday strong-atm methods 
resulted in an advance of over 2 points from Friday’s low average for 50 
representative stocks, which were down nearly 4 points from the high 
for all time reached a week ago last Friday. What happened last Satur. 
day was to professional traders as good as an official announcement that 
a decline in stock market prices at this time did not fit in with the plans 
of the big people in the financial district. 

It may be that there is more financing to be done, such as the highly 
successful offering this morning of the $50,000,000 Sinclair Crude Oil 
Purchasing company’s three-year 6 per cent notes on a 6 1-4 per ceni 
basis: This crude oil purchasing company is owned jointly by Sinclair 
Consolidated and Standard Oil of Indiana. The money raisedsthis morn- 
ing before noon, that is, the subscription books were closed before noon, 
will be used to pay off maturing obligations and help carry crude oil. 

It is possible, too, that in addition to important overhanging 
financing there is more liquidation of long stocks to be done by the big 
| people before the expected break in the stock market occurs. 

But whatever the reason was for Saturday’s strong-arm work in the 
stock market the effort was successful for a time anyway. In the early 
trading today Steel common made a new high for this movement, which 
| is the highest level reached since 1917, when the high for all time was 
' made at 136 5-8. On the recovery, however, the market got dull and 
then it also got dull on a reaction. 

It is no secret in Wall street that there is a powerful pool operating 
in Steel common. According to what was heard today from trustworthy 
sources, efforts are going to be mude this week to carry Steel common 
into new high ground; that is, new high ground since 1917. If these 
efforts are successful the rest of the market doubtless will follow, fo: 
Steel common is the acknowledged leader. |

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RAILROAD CLERKS 


Chicago, January 19.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The United States 
railroad labor board today authorized 
increases of one to two cents an hour 
in the wages of 87,000 out of 162,- 
QUO clerical service employees, who 
were represented before the board. 
The decision affects nearly all cleri- 
cal service employees on 19 out of 45 
railroads and yariously affects par- 
ticular classes on other roads. 

The schedule of increase follows 
that, romulgated by the board in c- 
tober, 1923. The board ruled that 
each of the 43 carriers should apply 
the scheduled increases “in so far us 
a dispute exists . . . except that no 
increases are authorized for the class 
of employees of the carriers herein 
involved which were increased by the 
previous decision.” 

The schedule extends increases to 
all employees represented by the 
Brotherhood of Railway and Steam- 
ship Clerks, Freight Handlers, Ex- 
press and Station Employees, except 
messengers and switchboard opera- 
tors. 

The principal roads not covered by 
the previous decision, and upon 
which increases are granted to im- 
ployees with whom there was dispute, 
are the New York Central; Pennsyl- 
vania; New York, New Haven and 
Hartford; Chicogo Great Western: 
Michigan Central; Minneapolis and 
St. Louis; Missouri Pacific and 
Northern Pacific. The increases also 
were extended to employees on the 
Boston and Albany, who did not par- 
ticipate in the 1923 award. 


ARGENTINE YATICAN 
RUPTURE IMMINENT 


Buenos Aires, January 19.—A 
definite rupture is imminent between 
the Argentine government and _ the 
holy see, according to La Naccion, in 
consequence of the Argentine govern- 
ment’s notification to the yatican that 
the papal nuncio, Monsignor Gio- 
vanni Beda Cardinale, and his secre- 
tary are persona non grata. 

Seemingly in reprisal for the refusal | 
of Cardinal Gasparri to give the gov- 
ernment reasons for the holy see’s 
objections to the nomination by the 
government of Monsignor De Andrea | 
as archbishop of Buenos Aires, it is 
said the government will refuse to 
give the vatican reasons for  pro- 
nouncing Monsignor Cardinale an un- 
desirable representative. 

It is not believed that, under these 
circumstances, the vatican will ap- 
point a new nuncio. It is understood 
that Monsignor Cardinale will retire 
fram Argentina within two weeks, 
but, according to La Naccion’s infor- 
mation, “should the vatican undertake 
to maintain the present nuncio here, 
it might result in the government be- 
ing obliged to adopt extreme meas- 
ures,” 

Despite the announcement that the 
government would refuse officially to 
give the vatican reasons for the ob- 
jections to Monsignor Cardinale, these 
alleged reasons have been frequently 
aired in the newspapers during. the 
more than a year-long § controversy 
over the appointment of Monsignor 
de Andrea. The objections are said to 
be based on alleged misinformation 
transmitted by Monsignor Cardinale 
to the vatican and to the Argentine 
government in the matter of de An- 
drea and the undiplomatic activities in 
opposition to the latter. 


ATHENS ‘VICE’ CASES 
TO BE TRIED IN APRIL 


Athens, Ga., January 19.—Cases 
growing out of evidence offered by a 
Ku Klux Klan committee, gathered 
by a klan investigator and involving 
a number of Athens citizens, taken 
in alleged vice raids, and who were 
indicted with the investigator, will not 
be tried until the April session of the 
superior court.

Baltimore, January 13.—The seri- 
ous situation in the ovster industry of 
Maryland, dus to reports that the 
bivalve was responsible for an out- 
break of typhvid fever at Chicago, was 
(liscussed at a conference here today 
between Governor Ritchie, Conserva- 
tien Commissioner Earle and repre- 
sentatives of the industry.

“Oyster shippers in Virginia, Mary- 
land and some other states should 
heave a good case of damages against 
authorities in Chicago on account of 
the ban they have placed on oyster 
shipments,” declared W. MeDonald 
I.ee, Virginia commissioner of fish- 
eries, in a etatement tonicht. 

“The dealers of Virginia certainly 
‘vould have ground for suit. for both 
state and federal authorities -have 
given our oyster a_ clean bill’ of 
health.” the commissioner continued, 
udding that “tens of thousands of dol- 
inre in oysters had heen turned back 
while in shipment. resniting in com- 
plete loss to Virginia shippers.”

“Jazzmentia, or Jazzmania, is as 
real a result of the jazz life as shell- 
shock was of the great war,” Mosslin 
declared, in announcing that he would 
base the defense on the girl’s mental 
condition at the time she shot her 
mother, Mrs. Anna Ellinson, last 
Tuesday morning. Mooslin indicated 
that alienists would be retained and 
that the defense would be on a highly 
technical basis. 

“It is manifestly unfa:r to the de- 
fendant to treat her as an ordinurily 
normal being who killed in the heat 
of argument,” declared Mooslin.

to General Lee. 

The veteran North Carolina legis: 
lator, the sole survivor in the house 
cf the army that Lee commanded. de 
clared that he regarded his commander 
of the early sixties “as not only one 
of the greatest military commanders, 
but also one of the most stainless.” 
whose fame “belongs not to Virginia 
alone, but is the birthright of every 
American citizen.” 

Mr. Stedman said that he had re- 
turned only recently from an inspec- 
tion of the battlefields around Fred- 
ericksburg and Spottsylvania Court- 
house jn Virginia. This trip, he 
added, was made to inspect the bat- 
tlefields to ascertain the feasibility of 
preserving and marking them for his- 
torical purposes. 

“My estimate of General Tee.” he 
said, “both as to his moral attributes 
and military ability was formed in 
my early days, more than half a cen- 
tury ago and never has been changed. 
I regarded him them as one of the 
greatest military commanders whe 
lived, not only in the era which wit- 
nessed his great achievements but. 
at any time and in any land, and 
such is my opinion today.” 

“The name and fame of General 
Lee belongs not to Virginia alone, but 
is the birthright of every American 
citizen, whether he lives in New Eng- 
land, on the plains of the northwest 
or in the southern section of our re- 
public. The world’s estimate of Gen- 


eral Lee is founded not upon any one 


battle or series of battles. 

“It is neither on the greatest fields 
of battle or places where the most 
calamitious bloodshed has taken place 
that the recollection of futures ages 
is chiefly riveted.” 

Mr. Stedman then reviewed many 
of the wars which produced leaders 
whose names are found in history. 
Many of the places of conflict, he 
declared, have been forgotten for it 
is “moral grandeur which produces a 
durable impression,” and a day may 
come, he asserted, when the memory 
of the fields of Gettysburg and Chan- 
eellorsville of the Wilderness § and 
Spottsylvania Courthouse “may be 
dimmed by the obscurity of revolving 
years,” 

“But even then,” he concluded, 
“the enduring fortitude, patriotic self- 
abnegation and unrivaled military 
genius of General Robert EF. Lee will 
stand forth in undecaying lustre, amid 
the wreck of ages, and survive wun- 
shaken above the floods of time.”

The new chancellor announced that 
any attempt to alter the republican 
constitution by force or other illegal 
weapons would be sternly resisted and 
dealt with as high treason. Germany's 
adoption of the Dawes reparations 
plan and all it implies, the chancellor 
believed, also entitled Germany to ex- 
pect a reciprocal measure of loyalty 
on the part of the other contracting 
parties to the pact of London. 

Raps Non-Evacuation. 

Non-evacuation of the Cologne zone 
by the allies, however, was in his 
opinion, plainly in contradiction of 
the letter and spirit of the London 
agreement and, therefore, constituted 
a bitter disappointment to the German 
people. The new government intended 
to propose an early inauguration of 
negotiations with the purnose of ar- 
riving at a speedy settlement of ‘the 
impasse created through failure of 
the allies to evacuate the Cologne 
zone.

VAN PAASSEN SPEAKS 
~ ON PRINTERS’ GRAFT 


The printers’ craft from the inven- 
tion of the art by Laurens Koster to 
the modern development of typography 
was sketched as one cf the greatest 
supports of progress and thoucht in 
the world by Pierre Van Paassen at a 
banquet held by the Atlanta local of 
the International Typographical union 
on the reof garden of the Ansley hotel 
Monday night. 

The banquet and entertainment 
were in honor of the anniversary of 
the birth of Benjamin Franklin, print- 
er and statesman. Mr. Van Paassen, 
member of the editorial staff of The 
Constitution and writer of The 
World’s Window in The Constitution 
and the New York Evening World, 
pointed to Franklin as one of the 
beacons of light that stand along the 
highway of civilization. We compared 
Franklin’s writings in “that breezy. 
scintillating and witty almanack” of 
“Poor Richard,” Franklin's nom de 
plume, with the clandestine publica 
tion La Libre Belgique that upheld 
the morale and the patriotism of the 
Belgian people during the war. 

“His writings, so marked for their 
optimism and homely philosophy, must 
have acted as an invigorating tonic in 
the dark and unsettled days of the 
young republic,” the speaker’ said. 

Quotes Old Writing. 

The speaker quoted from a manu- 
script of the fourteenth century in 
which the Bishop of Malines comment- 
ed upon the tremendous influence the 
invention of printing would have upon 
the future destiny of mankind. “In 
those days of the art’s infaney, the 
bishop described it as a gigantic step 
for mankind either toward heaven or 
toward hell.” 

“The printer in the days of the 
guilds in the Netherlands, England 
and France was not merely a master 
of his art, but he was also a leader 
in thought. He was often the instica- 
tor of reforms, the man who stood in 
the vanguard of progress,” he said. 

“The first incident in history in 
which the art of printing showed its 
great stimulating power to the de- 
velopment of thought was without 
doubt the Protestant reformation. 
Luther wrote his theses painfully and 
wearily. He posted them on the doors 
of his church. Had there been no art 
of printing the movement would in all 
likelihood have been confined to a 
local Wittenberg matter. As it was 
the theses were copied, in a week 
all Germany was aflame, in a month 
the whole of Christendom was in tur- 
moil and before many years the su- 
premacy of the chair of St. Peter in 
Rome was endangered,” said Mr. Van 
Paassen. 

Work Not Yet Done. 
“Because your organization is a 
power in the community, because it 
is one of the pillars of strength in the 
international labor movement, it must 
not be thought that its course has 
been run, that its destiny has been; 
fulfilled. There are still, even. in 
America, people wearily struggling for 
emancipation. They are your weaker 
brethren. They also have the right 
and privilege to a full share of hap- 
piness and properity.” 

The speaker remarked that the 
greatness of a city or of a country did 
not consist alone in the number of 
its theaters or music halls, nor in 
the number of factories and industrial 
development, ‘but in the status of its 
education for the children. ‘To have 
magnificent school buildings means 
nothing if in that school there is not 
taught a true conception and value of 
life. Life can be understood only by 
mastering it and it can only be mas- 


tered by telling the truth about it, 
sometimes the unpleasant truth or 
even the devasting truth.” 

In conclusion the speaker made an 
appeal for broader educational facili- 


ties. “Mere training for positious 
will bring no superiority of culture.

John M, Slaton, Jr., president of 
the junior chamber, will select a com- 
mittee of impartial judges to award 
prizes of $25 each to writers of the 
tive best papers. An additional prize 
of $20 will be awarded the writer of 
the best papec of the five.

Thrift week subjects will be. dis- 
eussed at the luncheon of the junior 
chamber Thursday. Several speakers 
will deliver telks upon the necessity 
of saving. 

Postal Service Aids. 

In commenting upon the activities 
of “Thrift Week,” Atlanta’s postmas- 
ter, E. K. Large, pointed out that it 
was particularly fitting that the post 
al service should play an important 
part and pay tribute to the “first 
and foremost advocate of thrift—Ben- 
jamin Franklin. 

“Although he was the first post- 

master general and renowned as a 
philosopher, patriot, diplomat. inven 
ior and scientist,” Mr, Large said, 
“his name will no doubt live longest 
by the impression he made as an ad- 
vocate of thrift. Many of his writings 
on thrift have become classics and 
will be remembered as long ag our 
language is read. One of his most 
famous sayings, ‘Never forget to have 
a penny when all thy expenses are 
enumerated and paid,’ appears on the 
leaflet which the postoffice depart- 
ment is putting into every home to- 
day. Postmaster General New in an 
address delivered ata 1924 thrift week 
meeting in Wasbington said that if 
you add to this expression that other 
one of Franklin’s, ‘Incur no expense, 
except that which does good to others 
or yourself,’ you will have said all 
there is to say on the subject oi 
thrift.”’ 
Mr. Large also would have the 
patrons of his office more clearly un- 
derstand the purpose and functions 
of the postal savings system, the 
agency of the government by which 
thrift is promoted. Contrary to the 
conception of many, postal savings is 
nota bank. While it is a savings insti 
tution in the proper sense of the term, 
its similarity to a bank ends at that 
point. The deposits received from in- 
dividuals are immediately turned over 
to local banks after bonds to secure 
such deposits are received from the 
banks as collateral. 

“The policy of postal savings also 

differs from tha¢ of savings banks and 
other savings institutions,” he said. 
“The most humble patron of the office 
is welcomed at the postal savings 
window. His purchase of a 10-cent 
savings stamp or his deposit of a single 
dollar is received as kindly and given 
as cousfeous attention as the tfans- 
actions of the holder of a million ‘ol- 
lar account at any bank. And, again, 
postal savings does not look with dis- 
favor on such of its depositors who, 
having accumulated a tidy sum, make 
withdrawals for the purchase of sound 
investments, a home or a business. It 
is an educational service and if thie 
people can be brought to realize the 
importance of saving a real servic. 
will have been rendered and a definite. 
purpose accomplished. 
“While the redeposit of postal sav- | 
ings in local banks inures to the 
benefit of the community by restoring 
to active use in the channels of trade 
funds which might otherwise have re- 
mained in hiding in trunks, under 
mattresses, etc., and while financial 
profit accrues to the government by 
reason of the operation of the service, 
the real value of this service cannot 
be measured in dollars and cents. It 
is a potent force for good in any con- 
munity and plays an important part 
in the upbuilding of our country to- 
day.” 


FAVORABLE REPORT 
S MADE ON STONE 


Washington, January 19.—A favor- 
able report on the nomination of At- 
torney General Stone to be an asso- 
ciate justice of the United States 
supreme court was ordered today by 
the senate judiciary committee. 

Chairman Sterling said the report 
was agreed to unanimously, and that 
the committee acted without calling 
before it Clyde Dawson, a former 
Colorado attorney, who ha} been ask- 
ed previously to appear in connection 
with an action brought against him 
by the executors of the estate of J. 
Pierpont Morgan, for whom Mr. Stone 
once was counsel. 

Action on Mr. Stone’s nomination 
had been deferred after James Own- 
vey presented the record of the Mor- 
can litigation, several senators de- 
siring to inquire into all the facts.

HE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION, 
Atlanta, Ga. 
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Failure of city council to ban jit- 
neys would present “a sorry spec- 


tacle of the city’s aiding ana abet- 
ting the destruction of one of its 
largest industries and threatening a 
large class of its citizens with suf- 
fering,” according to a comprehen- 
sive memorial presented to council 
Monday by a committee representing 
the Atlanta Federation of Trades, 
that body having voted unanimously 
at a recent meeting to “demand ac- 
tion” of council in eliminating the 
jitneys. 

The memorial set out three prin- 
cipal reasons for advocating aboli- 
tion of jitneys and dealt at length in 
explanation of each reason. The 
street car-jitney tangle was dealt 
with at length from the poift of view 
of the labor union worker, and a 
strong defense of the. Georgia Rail- 
way and Power company’s position 
was submitted in connection with its 
“relief petition” now before council. 
Immediate action by council without 
reference to public hearings was re- 
quested. 

An effort at Monday’s session of 
council to get a vote on an ordinance 
designed to eliminate the jitneys re 
sulted in referring the entire mat- 
ter to a special councilmanic com- 
mittee before which public bearings 
will be held before council acts. 

Reasons Summarized. 

In summing up principal reasons 

for demanding abolition of jitneys 


part, the following: | * 
“Organized labor is opposed to jit- 
neys. by unanimous vote, the At- 


lanta Federation of Trades has adopt- 


ed a reswlution demanding action by 
you eliminating jitneys from the) 
streets of Atlanta. | 
“We oppose jitneys because: 
“(1)—They represent a form of 
competition that is destructive, and 
therefore harmful to every interest 
of the city. In licensing jitneys, the 
city encourages a. form of competi- 
tion that tears away the very eco- 
nomic foundations upon which the 
city rests. 

“(2)—Jitneys endanger, the trans- 
portation system upon which we 
must depend. The working man must 
have some way to get to and from 
his work, and it must be a service 
upen which he can depend. Other- 
wise, he must live within walking 
distance of his place of work. Jit 
neys do. not, will not, and cannot 
give the kind of service to all parts 
of the city we must have. The 
street cars offer our best hope for 
service of this kind. Jitneys can 
never give an adequate service, yet we 
believe they will force the street 
cars to stop operating, as on the Ma- 
rietta interurban, unless the city 
takes prompt action. 

Refers to Old Contract. 
“(3)—The city has a contract with 
the street railway company by which 
it guarantees protection to the street 
railway system from unfair compe 
tition. In reality, this is a contract 
with the employees of the street rail- 
way company. It is their guarantee 
that their livelihood wil not be taken 
away from them. In permitting jJit- 
neys to operate, the city violates its 
solemn obligation to its citizens. — 
“Organized labor urges you to give 
serious. consideration to these facts 
in any action you may take. It is 
obvious to you, and to us, that we 
have a selfish interest in this mat- 
ter. Few of us can afford to go to 
work in our own automobiles, and it 
will be a serious matter to ug, as 
working people, if the street cars fail 
to operate. 

“A city prospers and grows by to- 
operation, it builds up by building up 
its established industries and their 
prosperity repays the city by attract- 
ing new industries and by raising the 
standards of living among their em- 
ployees. This is axiomatic Yet, we 
here witness the sorry spectacle of the 
city of Atlanta aiding and abetting the 
destruction of one of its largest indus- 
tries and threatening a large class of 
its citizens with suffering, instead of 
cooperating with this industry for the 
general upbuilding of the city. 

“It may be said that in this state- 
ment we show a friendly attitude to 
the street railway company, the rea- 
sons why we are in complete accord 
with the officials of the compuny in 
this matter we believe have been set 
forth in the preceding paragraph. But 
beyond that we have good reason to 
be. friendly to the Georgia Railway & 
Power Co. We are the Georgia lail- 
way & Power Co. 

“We, as workers, have built up this 
industry and this company. We take 
pride in this company and our work. 
We have helped it to grow and improve | 
its service and expand, year after 
year. That is the ideal of organized 
labor. 

“These men have given their all, the 
best that is in them to the service of 
this company, and in doing so they 
have honored Atlanta in that they 
have presented Atlanta with a service 
that tannot be excelled in any city in 
America. 

“And now, after years of patient 
toil, they are confronted with a move- 
ment that if successful would destrvy | 
all that they have builded, and that | 
too by the people whom they have 
served so faithfully and loyally. 


Delay Is “Destructive.” 


“Yet, this must not be considered a 
plea for personal protection; this pa- 
per protests against a willful and wan- 
ton destruction of an established in- 
dustry. 

“In the south particularly every 
protection possible should be freely of- 
fered industry. It is a fixed principle 
with labor. We are opposed to sabot-
